days after we had silenced 
THto, the Germans sent over gaa. It 
did not catch us unawares, because the 
wind had been made, to order, that is. 
It waa blowing from the German 
trenches toward ours at the rate of 
about Ave mile* per hour. I 
. Warnings had been passed down the 
trench to keep a sharp lookout for gas. 

We had a new man at the periscope, 
on this afternoon In question; I was 
■jtting on the Are step, cleaning my 
rifle, when he called out to me : 
"There's a sort of greenish, yellow 
rolling along the ground oat in 
It'e coming—" 
Bat I waited for no more, grabbing 
bayonet, which was detached from 
the alarm by 



my head began to swim, throat got 
dry. and * heavy pressure on the lungs 
warned me that, say helmet waa leak- 
ing. Tarning-by gun over to No. 2, I 
changed helmet*. 

Tbe trench started to wind Ilk* a 
snake, and sandbags appeared to be 
floating In the air. The noise waa hor- 
ribles I sank onto the Ore step, needles 
seen**? to be pricking amy flesh, then 
blackness. 

I was awakened by one of my mate* 
removing mj smoke helmet Bow de- 
licious that cool, fresh air felt in my 
lung*. 

A strong w iud had arisen and dis- 
persed the gas. 

They told me that I had been "oar 
for three boars; they thought I was 
dead. 

The attack had been repulsed after 
a bard fight. Twice the German* bad 
calned a foothold In our trench, bat 
had been driven nut by counter-at- 
tack*. The trench waa Ailed with their 
dead and oars. Through a periscope 
I counted eighteen dead Germans in 
our wire; they were a ghastly sight in 
their horrible-looking respirators. 

I examined my first smoke helmet. 
A ballet had gone through it on the 
left aide. Just grazing my ear. The 
gaa had penetrated through the hole 
made in the cloth. 

Out of our crew of six we lost two 
killed and two wounded. 

That night we buried all of the dead, 
excepting those in No Man's Land. In 
death there la not much distinction; 
friend and foe are treated alike. 

After the wind had dispersed the 
gas the II. A. M. C. got busy with. their 
chemical sprayers, spraying ont tbe 
dugouts and low part* of tbe trenches 
to dissipate any fumes of tbe German

Two days after the gaa attack I waa 
sent to division headquarters, in an- 
swer to an order requesting that cap- 
tain* of units should detail a man 
whom they thought capable of passing

Before leaving for this assignment 
I went along the front-line trench say- 
ing good-by to my mate* and lording It 
over them, telling them that I had 




clicked a cushy Job behind the lines, 
and how sorry I felt that they had te 
stay In tbe front line and argue out tbe 
war with Frits. They were envious 
bat still good-natured, and aa I left tbe 
trench to go to the rear they shouted

He was repo rte d ss 
wounded and later we heard he was 
dead and we are glad to know lie la 
alive and will get well'. T.le letter 
was addressed to Miss Kmma fames, 
i'otter: 

V. S. A. Base Hospital No. SU

Dear Kmma: 

I suppose that ever since 1 came 
away to Join the army you've r*ee:i 
thinking aliout how long it would lie 
before I'd tie getting Into a hospital 
somewhere. 

Well — I'm in a hospital now and 
probably will be for a few weeks long 
but 1 guess I'm a lot belter of 
bars than a great many others, anyway 
It was a case of fighting a pretty silff 
fight or being taken prisoner by the 
Germans and we decided to fight, ev 
en though it wasn't the easiest fight 
we've l>een in. 

Our detachment was working In illf 
ferent places in the trench' we were 
helding. Some of us had our *uos 
right handy and some of us didn't. Th 
Germans stole up on us and pulled 
surprise raid; giving the gas alarm ami 
tried to round all of us up In a group 
They thought they had a nice little 
gang of Americans to take back to 
camp as prisoners. 

But they had another guess coming. 
Our Lieutenant — he's here in the same 
hospital, .started the fight and every 
last man In the detachment, with or 
without his gun started to give battle. 
We kept right on fighting until we had 
the Huns beaten off; some of them 
i, some captured and the others 
beat it back to their own lines. They 
didn't get so much aa a single prisoner 
for their effort. 
Their company In their own trench 
were throwing hand grenades into 
our trenches during the fight and one 
of them exploded Just a little too close 
to me. When it was all over the doc 
tors found a couple of holes through 
both of my legs and through one arm 
All that happened on April 14th and 
lnce then I've been In the hospitals. 
First they took me to a French hospital 
where they operated and took out th 
metal that had gotten in there. It 
eceasary for them to take a lot of 
Utchee in my legs and arm: but the 
Job was done as well as I might ask s 
urgeon at home to do it for me. 
When I was improved quite a hit 
they sent me back here to this hospt 
tal and I've been here since Sunday. 
May 12. This hospital Is run by doc 
tors, nurses and men from Syracuse, 
where I was in camp teat summer and 
from Youngstown.

SAILOR WRITES LETTER. 

The following letter from a sailor on 
the Steamship Michigan has been re 
celved by an employe of the News of-" 
flee: 

Steamship Michigan. June 1 

Dear Hop: 

I received your letter a few daya ago 
and It goes without saying that I was 
glad to hear from you. 

We are having good times on the 
boat, and a amooker Is booked for 
few nights from now and we will have 
some enjoyment when It happens. I do 
not mean to leave the Impression that 
we are ever sad, for we get all we can 
eat, everything we need to wear, good 
places to sleep and plenty of all kinds 
of exercise. Of course the discipline 
is rigid, but so long as one does as he 
ought, there Is no trouble. 

We are a long ways from shade trees 
but make up for that by going In for 
a swim every day. All we have to do 
Is to fall over the aide of tha boat, so 
we use lota of water and try to make 
It act In place of the shade we used 
to enjoy. 

Once In awhile one of the boys will 
let a little dirt accumulate on his an 
atomy, and upon Inapecioi t - officer 
will detail two or three to wash this 
man up. Tou can rest assured he will 
not be guilty a second time, for the 
men detailed to do this Job use heav 
scrub brushes and a bucket of soft 
soap. Oh. yes, you have to keep clean 
on the shlpa. 

I was up for Inspection not long since 
and I thought I waa in pretty good 
shape. The officer appioached me and 
looked me over and asked If I had a 
razor. I told him I had. He remarked 

Why In the d don't you use it. I 

have used It pretty regularly since 
that time. 

I was on this boat when the mast fell 
in the winter killing and wounding sev- 
eral men. The great mass of iron, 
weighing many tons, fell without warn- 
ing. One man was cut entirely in half. 
One had his head split open legs were 
cut off and many Injuries received. At 
the time of the accident many men 
were on deck being there for fresh air. 
The boat was leaking slightly and I 
had been detailed to help on the pump* 
so suppose I was fortunate. It was an 
accident caused by a heavy wind and 
no blame can be attached to anyone. 

I know where I am. but that is one 
thing I am not going to tell you. I on- 
ly hope I get the opportunity to help 
capture a German submarine. I am 
hoping that we will be in the fight. If 
there is one between the navies, but I 
do not mean to say that I hope there 
will be a fight, for It would mean too 
much loss. But if there Is one I will be 
disappointed if I do not get into it. 

Perhaps I may be able to tell you 
something of navy life the next time 
I write, but it is a branch of the service 
that la up to snuff, and I wonder why 
more young fellows do not Join now.

WAGES IN GERMANY. 

An exhaustive article In a recent 
number of the Literary Digest gives 
Interesting Information as to wages 
paid In Germany In all classes of labor 
and trade. Much of the Information 
la obtained from a summary' sent out 
by the general Imperial statistical of- 
fice. It shows the average wages per 
day In various Important groups to 
be as follows: Metal Industry. 11.32 
engineering Industry. $1.28; electrical 
industry. H OT: paper industry. $0.92: 
woodworking industry, $1.01; chemical 
industry $1.24: stoneworklng and pot- 
tery. $1.07; leather and rubber, $1.20. 

The earnings of coal miners run 
from $297 to $334 per year. The aver- 
age earnings of miners la copper mines 
amount to $271. The wages of plumb 
era are from $1.18 to $1.39 per day. In 
Butte they are striking for $9 per day 
Journeymen printers in Germany get 
$8.55 to $7.44 a- week. 

Worklngmen In Germany will not 
strike even though they are underpaid 
They are sticking to their work because 
their country needs their labor. It ia 
only la America that men arc nelplng 
the country win the war by striking 
— Anaconda (Mont.) St.in-i.it •'.
